his Majetty, which was my continued agencie, even for rang= 
ers, 4s thoſe that had been known to me, of each of which ſome are 
here mentioned. Whereunto (with the like advice) IT have added 
a brief relation of my Suferings, (being ſovariouſly reported) in 
the Storme of Drogheda'and after it, an. 1649. with a jatiſ- 
fatiion In ſome particulars miſunderitood, as to the Office of Almo» 
ner, which herewith T have (ent unto you, and do commit it t0 
your prudence, as there ſhall be occaſion. I omit my Sufferigs 
in the Seige of Drogheda, an.'1641. by the Iriſh Rebeſls 4 
months, the whole narration of which, was by ſhectel order 
publiſhed, - wherein theic ſcandal in relation to his yJjelties 
Royal Father of bleſſed memory, was ſufficiently v.1dica» 
ted for which (being an. 1647. taken by a party of \th"") 1

ww Hen Drogheda was taken by the Army, unier the 
1 Comriand of the Lord Marqueſs of Ormond, The 
DoGor was Inftrumental with the Mayor of the Town, to the 
Proclaiming his Maje'ty, ?and attended the Lord of Enchiguin 
at that Solemnity, and immediately went to the Church, 
and obſerved the publique Prayers for his Maje iy, and thort- 
ly after preached a Thankspiving Sermon tor it, | 

After that he waited upon the Lord Leiutennant at his Camp 
before Dublyn, who afterwards coming to Droyhedz was a 
farther witneſſe of the DoCtors conſtancy to his Maje ity, and 
when his Lordthip was called away, upon Oliver Cromwel!ls 
landing, che Door being the. Minifter of the place, and ha- 

ving his family theie, could not deſert them, but was lefc 
there behind, though by his friends (eſpecially Sir Robert 
Bjron, apprehending his danger) he was adviled to be gone. 

When that Town was Stormed and ail that bare Armes in 
i: utto the (word,the Door could gain no Protection (thoi1gh 
many others had) but was left to the mercy of the Souldiers, 
[ gil he had was taken, from him, and himſelf deiigned to 
Deati, by many that had vowed it, though by Gods-ſpecial 
mercy he was preſerved, too large to be inlerted here. 

Aﬀer this he was turned out of his Benefice at Drogheda, 
and vent for up to Dublyn as a Delinquent ; and there com- 
n{-tted by Cromwe] him(elf in the open ftreets, in the midſt of 
h1s officers, with menaces of Death for his promoting of the 
K ings ſervice as before ſaid, and was cloſe priſoner 17 dayes, 


and upon ſecurity was confined within the City of Dyblyn for 
6 months after. |

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One ſpecial Cuarge againlt him then, was h1s Continnance 

of the uſe of the Book of Common Prayer, in his Church to the

He was at great labour and expence in the conſtant ſo/jeita-

the iniquity of the times was not performed, who uſed this 
fraud, in calling that a graunt, which was onely ſigned, but not 
ſuffered tobe ſealed. 

The Dr. preached his Funerall Sermon, buried him accord- 
ing tothe book of Common Prayer, and obtained'2CO 7. to de- 
fray the charges of the Funerall.

7] ow 3d of September 1 6 4 9, was the firſt day Oliver Crom- 
_ wel] came before it, in makirſg any attempt tochatend ; 
he had a 11 thouiand Horie and Foot, compleatly provided, 
the Town had 3500. two dayes he batrei ed, ypon the ſecond 
day about five of the clock in the afternoon, he affaulted ir, 
but 1eceived a repulſe; yer returning again took it : the word 
was given throughout his Army, no quarter ; the Mill mount 
where the Governour Sir Arthur 4iom was with about 300 
men, was yielded upon promi:e of quarter, þut as ſoon as it 


{- was poſiefſed by them, all were put to the Sword : when the 


Town was filly taken, the PoGors Houſe was one of the firft 
the Soldiers fe!| upon, bur by the ſtrength of it could not enter z 
The Mayor of the Town, and diverie other of the Principail 
men that we:'e Protetants to the number of about 30 came in- 
coit for iefnge, 

Thnerecame 5 or 6 who were ſent from a principal! Officer, 
(the Doctors former acquaintance) under a prerence ofa guard 
tor his houſe, but hada Command from him, as ſoon as th 
wereent:ed to kill im, (which an earsitneſe hath fince a(- 
ſured him of;) the Dr. denying to open the door to them, one 
of them di'charged a Mus: et Bullet at him: 1t paſſed through 
the door, and onely fi:ed the skin of one of his fingers leaving 
a (pot 11pon it, winch burned 4 or 5 dayes after, and did him 
no more hurt. 

Then a Cornet of a Troop of horſe, 'came to his releife, 
and pretending he had order from the General! to take 
£2 e of that houſe, the Souldiers withdrew, and fo 
at a Back-door he brought in his Quarter-Maſter, whom he let 
to ſecure him. About a quarter ofan hour after, another Troop 


of Horſe cameto the window & demanded the opening. of the 


door. The ®:iarter-Ma ier and him(elfe with an old ſervant 
left with him, (for he had ſent his Wiſe and Children ont of 
Town) ſtood cloſe together, and told them it was the Minitter 

Hou:e

Houſe, and @!therein were Proteſtants, as ſoon as they heard the 
D. named, and his voice, one of them diſcharged his Pijio/ at 
him, wherein being a brace of Buets with the one the ©warter- 
Ma ter was ſhort quite through the Body, and dyed i the place; 
and the other ſhot his ſervanc through the-chroat, but recover- 
ed; the Dr. was onely untouchel. After eliis he made a ſtand ac 
another place, and (ceing the Souldiers, breaking in at a low 
window, he went up to his Study, where his ſaid friends were 
making great Lamentation, expecting preſent death, they al! 
kneeled down,and commended their ſoules to God. No ſooner 
had che Dr. begun, but in comes the Sor:ldiers, and interrupts 
them, threatning them with Bullets, but it pleaſed God they 
were ſo mollified that they onely crook all they had abour 
them,and fe!l upon the ſpoyle of che houſe, In the midſt of theſe 
confuttons comes one Colonel Exres(whom the Dr. had not feen 
in 16 years before, and knew not of his being there) and cook 
up his houſe for his quarters, turned the Souldiers ont, and 
made the doores faſt for himſelf. 

Not long after came Colonel Hewſon, and told the Dr. he had 
orders to blow up the Steeple (which ſtood berween the quier 
and the Body of the Church) where about threeſcore men were 
run up for refuge, bit the three Barrells of Powder which he 
cauſed to be put under it for that end, blew up onely the body 
of the Church, and the next night —_ cauſed the ſeates of 
the Church to be broken up, and ma 


ſoat once Men, and Bells, and Koof came all down together, 
the moſt hideous fight and terrible cry, that ever he was wit- 
1elſe of at once. 

The next day the Colone! that had ſaved the Drs, life comes 
ro him, and tells him he was very ſharply checked tor it, by the 
Generattand many of the Offers, .ai1d that he maſt yet expect 
ro dye, that no Protetion could be had for him ; which was 
confirmed unto him by others alſo, wherenpon' divers that 
came to {ee him took their leaves as never to ſee him again, 
and the number of the dead bodies (with which the Church-yard 
and Streets were filled already ) daily encreafing, even in coole 


blood to the number of 3500 gave him little hope of the con-

The next day Oliver Cromwel, with many of his Officers, 
came to the Do&ors houle, began with aſperfing his Qrdination 
as Popiſh, then the late Arch Biſhop of Armagh, fromtwhom he 
had received it, then his Maeties Title, and the DoRors 
Praying for him came into diſcourſe: the diſputes of which 
with divers other Subje&s, which laſted about three quart ers 
of an hower, would be impertinent to be related here, but 
when he found-the Dr. to be of that judgement he had heard,ne 
left him without any affurance of life, onely gave order t 2 
the Governour to have him ſent up to Dublyn as a Priſoner. When 
he came there, it (o fell our, that he met Cromwe! himſelf, 
with his officers in the ſtreery, where, after great Mendces that 
be would make him an Example, and expreſly threatning him 
witi pronouncing the ſentence of death upon him, committed him 
to-priion : as he was carried away, belide the votes of all the 

cers againſt him, Hugh Peeters fell moſt upon him, who 
(as was aftirmed then) had blamed Cromwe! for ſaving of his 
Hfe fo long, 

Seaventeen dayes he was cloſe priſoner, and afterwards up- 
on Bonds confined (1x months within the City, and after thac 
ſent for up to the Army at Clonmel, permitted to come then 
with Cromwel into England, where to himſelf, he never 
varied in any diicourſe in the ſaid Subjeats, from what he had 
aid co him at the firſt fight of him. "oh

X. That he had employed his parts, (to uſe the very 
words as it was written to him) ag.int the Saints, and that 
Intereſt which the Lord Jeſus is now bringing forth into the world, 


An thus he hath been compelled againſt bis own diſpoſition to reckon up tho/e things 
which elſe he had net ſo much as mentioned, he having in all this done aud ſuf- 
fered but tha; which was his duty co do. 
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
